“MOTHER.” * | 


A most interesting picture of Sir | - 


Walter:Scott’s mother and father is 


given by Archibald Stalker in -an]’ 
- * | 1870. In a leading article the next 


article in the May Cor:hill. 
Tt was a gloomy household into 
which the future novelist was born., 
His father “positively loved funerals.” 
Itwas to his mother that Waltér Scott 
‘| turned with affection. - 
“Anne Scntt lived for twenty 
years ard a half after her husband. 
The house that for two.years had 
been all gloom brightened again; 
she received: visitors, especially de- 
lighted in Walter's children,- and 
yopered her maternal heart to nurse 
another strong man fallen by the 
wayside, her son John who.retired 
*/from the army broken in health. He 
too died before her, and at the age 
of seventy-nine or eighty she was his 
‘\constant nurse. - : : 
"“She had about £300 a year, of 
which a good third went in charities 
of her own. On the remaindér she 
was able to keep a quietly hospitable 
houses. Out of his superabundance 
Sir Walter often offered her assist- 
ance which wes .scornfully and 
affectionately refused every time.

Year. His letter to Lady Louisa 
Stewart telling her of his mother's 
.| death is tender and proud end home- 
ly, a beautiful cxpression of 
affection.

“When in September, 1832, nearly 
thirteen years afterwards, Sir'Walter’s 
own executors, searching for his will, 
opened bis desk they found arranged 
in it in cereful order a series of, 
articles that had apparently been 
placed so that he might have them 
before his eyes as he began his 
morning tasks.. These were the old- 
fashioned boxes that had stood on 
his ‘mother’s dressing-table, which he 
had studied a thousand times when 
as a Sickly child he had slept in ber 
bedroom; the silver taper-stand that 
he had bought her with his first five- 
guinea fee; hi; father’s ‘snuff-box 
and etui-case and other such things.”

AN AMERICAN INVENTION. 


“Doorless doors” that make fiy- 
screens unnecessary and keep out 
rain and snow without other agency 
than that of a properly directed 
air current are described by H. S.

“\ ENGLAND'S LAUGHING 
- ? PHILOSOPHER. | 


Charles Dickens died-on Jane 9, 
morning the Times declared that he 


a ‘humerous adventure. 

Dickens novel accents the great trath 
that this is a+ funny world 
All the Dickens characters ‘that 
we remember best are fuany—~ 
whether they be virtuous like Mr, 
Pickwick and Mark Tapley -and 
Captain Cuttle, or vicious like Mr. 
Pecksniff, Mrs. Chadband, and Quilp. 
It is right and ‘proper that ‘the 
Dickens villains should be as _humor- 
ous as his heroes ; otherwise.it might, 
be thought that virtue was more 
amusing than vice. 

Moreover, by ‘making his charac- 
ters homerous he made them real, 
for it is the. prerogative of man, 
alone among the animals, to be 
fonny, and the odd.thing is that 
Dickens characters that .are” not 
funny are. just lay, figures, .with 
sawdust instead of ‘blood in their 
veins. Whoever believed in Kate 
Nickleby or her uncle Ralph, in John 
Harmon of in Agnes? : 

When Dickers looked out of bis 
window he saw a funny world, an 
because it was fimny he understood 
that it must be fairyland. Shake 
speare.. discovered Puck. in a 
Warwickshire wood, but Dickens 
discovered Puck in an innyard ia 
tte Borough. . 

But when the laughing philosopher 
went out into the streets he found 
ail sorts of institutions and all sorts 
of men who were intent on destroy- 
ing laughter and‘on contrjving tears. 
! And whenever he found them Dickens 
iproceeded to laugh them out of 
existence. The great rroral .of the 
Dickens novel isthat denunciation is 
far weaker than laughter, and: that 
one of the tragedies of life is that the 
average reformer'has no sense 0! 
humour. - - 

When Dickens created Bumble he 
did more to reform the administra- 
tion of the Poor Lew than all the 
indignation of half acentury. When 
he locked Mr. Pickwick up in the 
Fleet and put Mr. Dorrit into the 
Marshalsea, he ridiculed imprison- 
ment for debt out of existence. 

He was not a scientific reformer. 
He was a genius with a great heart. i 
Cruelty and wickedness appeared to 
him in their true light as just silly, 
things to make jokes about, jokes 
with a tear behind them, jokes sea- 
soned with just-anger. When he 
toade these jokes Dickens tre? not 
only the most effective of reformers, 
but he also showed himsélf the kin 
of the average common Eng'-hman 
and particularly of the average com- 
mon Londoner, who laughs when he 
pities, laughs even when ‘his anger is 
aroused, laughs (as he did scores of 
times during the war) with death at 
his elbow.—Sidney Dark in the Daily 
Mail.

; Ix was invited the other day by the 
League of Nations Union to visit 
their London heavens (writes 
the Pilgrim inthe Daily News). 
Apparently it was felt that I aight 
find cheering evidence of the New 
World there. . 

It happened that befdre going to 
Buckingham Gate I had spent an 
hour with an exsoldier, gassed in 
France and now in an advanced stage 
of consumption, who is living’ in 
extreme poverty and squalor. He 
bad just run away from hospital, 
because he had seen all the men in: 
his ward die, one after,the other, and 
he felt that it would be‘his tarn next. 
He preferred not to wait. 

I discovered him and his wife in 
one dismal back room, lit by a 
window about two feet square, in a 
London slum. They ‘had found it 
impossible to live on his small pen- 
sion, and had pawned nearly every- 
thing. I noticed that bis wife’s hair 
was-short like a boy's and she told 


J me that sbe had just cut ‘it off and 


sold it for 15s. 

I -mention this ex-soldier atid his 
wife because it happened, as I said, 
that I listened to their views on war, 
before calling at the headquarters of 
the League of Nations Union. They 
were not views that can be. printed, 
chiefly ‘because they were expressed 
in language from which society 
claims to be protected. I have heard 
men swear in France when war was 


‘from his squalid bed, with his close- 
cropped wife sitting at the foot. It 
was not only war but the whole of 
humanity ‘that be cursed. - ; 
THE REAL AXD THE IDEAL. 
It will be'realiséd therefore that I 
was in no very serene or detached 
state when I called at the head- 
quarters ‘of the body that has set out 
to persuade the people of this country 
that it would be as well to abolish 
war, I had just left the'real things, 
the real naked spirit of revolt against 
war, stripped of all compromise or 
pleasant phrases. As I walked into 
22; Buckingham-gate, [I could still 
hear the curses of the: ex-soldier 
dying protestingly. I could still hear 
the shriller curses of his wife. I
